Maggie Daley Park breaks the ice 


Skating ribbon set to 
open Saturday; work 
continues on rest of park

After two years of construction and nearly 
$55 million in costs, the first part of the much- 
anticipated Maggie Daley Park will open Sat- 
urday when the ice-skating ribbon debuts, 
giving residents and the public a first glimpse 
of the site, according to the Chicago Park 
District. 

City officials have touted the park as an ex- 
citing expansion of Grant Park that will attract 
amore diverse array of visitors into downtown 
park space. It has been hailed as a companion 
to Millennium Park, which opened a decade 
ago just west of the site. 

“It’s really an enchanted area,” said Bob 
O’Neill, the president of the Grant Park Con- 
servancy and Advisory Council. “People from 
all over Chicago, the state and the world will 
come there. This park is phenomenal and 
much nicer than what was there.” 

O’Neill recently toured the site and pre- 
dicts the quarter-mile ice ribbon, which can 
accommodate up to 700 skaters at any one 
time, could become Chicago’s central winter 
gathering spot—much like nearby Bucking- 
ham Fountain and the Bean in Millennium 
Park are draws in the summer. 

“The skating ribbon is going to be some- 
thing off-the-charts popular,” he said. Ice 
skaters will breeze past the park’s climbing 
walls and scattered evergreen trees. “It’s like 
skating in the woods and on a creek, which is 
phenomenal being on a green roof of a garage 
in Chicago.” 

For now, skaters may have to use their imag- 
ination to picture what the completed park 
will look like. With its hulking climbing walls, 
metal light masts and tall playground equip- 
ment, much of the park resembles an industri- 
al site. And because the trees and other land- 
scaping haven’t yet grown in, the park doesn’t 
have the green space that officials promised 
when they unveiled designs. 

In fact, much of the park will remain fenced 
off and closed until spring, when construction 
is expected to be completed. 

The 25-acre Maggie Daley Park, which is 
named after former Mayor Richard M. Dal- 
ey’s late wife, stretches from Randolph Street 
south to Monroe Street and from Columbus 
Drive east to Lake Shore Drive. It sits atop an 
underground parking garage and is connected 
by the BP Bridge to Millennium Park. 
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Before the park was developed, the land 
was torn up in 2012 to repair the leaky roof of a 
3,700-car underground parking garage. Gone 
was the Daley Bicentennial Plaza with its ice 
rink, tennis courts and miniature golf course. 
The flat park land has been transformed into a 
hilly terrain with views of the skyline and lake- 
front, which, in addition to the skating rib- 
bon and climbing walls, includes a three-acre 
play garden with a suspension bridge, picnic 
groves, a renovated field house, open lawn ar- 
eas, restaurant and cafe. 

The park project was funded by $35 million 
from the parking garage lease, $10 million in 
privately raised funds, $5 million from park 
capital funds and the remaining $5 million in 
funding came from the nonprofit Parkways 
Foundation. The new park, managed by MB 
Real Estate, is expected to return some money 
to the park district’s coffers. The 2015 park 
district budget estimated the park would gen- 
erate at least $2 million in revenue from con- 
cessions, event rentals and amenities such as 
the ice ribbon and climbing wall. 

During the summer, the skating ribbon will 
be transformed into a walking path, a park dis- 
trict project manager for the site said.

As part of the renovation of the Wilson Red 
Line stop in Uptown, workers will replace the 
current tracks just south of Sunnyside Avenue 
to south of Lawrence Avenue with a system 
expected to minimize the screeching of the 
trains as they operate on the track. 

The Wilson station will be the first CTA 
stop to use this system, CTA spokeswoman 
Catherine Hosinski said. There are no plans to 
employ this technology in other track projects 
such as the upgrade of the Blue Line tracks on 
the North Side, Hosinski said. 

The technology, called a low-vibration track 
system, relies on the rail being fastened with 
concrete ties instead of wood. Underneath 
the concrete ties is a rubber pad, which helps 
absorbs vibration and minimizes noise. The 
block is wrapped in another layer of rubber, 
then sealed in a concrete track bed. 

Kevin Campbell, Chicago project director 
of rail for HNTB, a Missouri-based engineer- 
ing consulting firm that helped design the 
new Wilson station, likened the technology to 
placing a rubber tire around a steel wheel. 

“A tire doesn’t sound louder than a steel 
wheel,” Campbell said. 

The $203 million Wilson project, which 
began weeks ago, will require demolishing and 
building four new tracks that will serve the 
Wilson stop including tracks for the Purple 
Line Express.

Hosinski said adding the noise reduction 
technology on the Blue Line was not possible 
because the existing infrastructure would not 
be able to support the weight of a new, solid 
concrete track bed. 

Because the CTA is replacing the century- 
old elevated structure with new, modern 
materials, the Wilson station will be able to 
support the added weight of such a track 
system, Hosinski said. 

In addition to the track system, the CTA is 
also adding panels along the outer track bed 
designed to absorb some noise, Hosinski said. 
Similar panels were installed at the Belmont 
and Fullerton stations on the Red, Brown and 
Purple lines when they underwent construc- 
tion more than five years ago. 

Campbell said one of the reasons for the 
new technology was Uptown residents re- 
quested less train and station noise. 

As required by the federal government, the 
CTA studied the potential impact of the Wil- 
son project on the surrounding neighborhood 
before beginning construction. Environmen- 
tal consultants tested noise levels nearby. 

The agency determined that people who 
live, work and visit the area -- including those 
who worship at the Buddhist Temple -- will 
find things a bit quieter because of the noise 
reduction technology and the addition of the 
Purple Line Express stop. 

Now, Purple Line Express trains whiz by 
the stop but in the future, they will have to 
slow down to pick up riders, which would 
reduce noise, the agency concluded.

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Chicago tech millionaire 
pays $17 million for 
Trump Tower penthouse

He paid $17 million Monday in cash. 

With a simple transfer from his bank, a 
suburban tech multimillionaire bought the 
89th floor penthouse at the Trump Interna- 
tional Hotel & Tower, breaking the record 
for the priciest residential real estate sale in 
Chicago history. 

Sanjay Shah, 46, the founder and CEO 
of Hoffman Estates-based Vistex, closed 
the deal Monday after what he described 
as nearly two years of negotiations over the 
14,260-square-foot unit, which has five bed- 
rooms and a 360-degree view of Chicago. 

The list price was $32 million. The pur- 
chase eclipses Chicago billionaire Ken Grif- 
fin’s 2012 purchase of a condo on the 66th 
floor of the Park Tower for $15 million. 

The Trump unit is a raw space with drywall 
and concrete floors, marked with splatters of 
white paint. Shah said the circular unit had “a 
suggested floor plan” and intends to knock 
out walls.

Aldermen call for official chokehold ban 2?"

In response to the death of a New York man 
who was put in a chokehold by a police of- 
ficer, Chicago aldermen Monday took steps 
to explicitly outlaw the maneuver by Chicago 
police or security personnel who are trying to 
take someone into custody.

A grand jury’s decision last week not to indict 
the officer who applied the chokehold on 
Garner in an incident that was caught on vid- 
eo has led to protests against police tactics in 
Chicago and across the nation.

Sexual threats, other CIA 
methods detailed in report 


Graphic details about sexual threats and 
other harsh interrogation techniques the 
CIA meted out to captured militants will be 
detailed by a Senate Intelligence Committee 
report on the spy agency’s anti-terror tactics, 
sources familiar with the document said. 

The report, which the committee’s major- 
ity Democrats are expected to release Tues- 
day, describes how senior al-Qaida operative 
Abdel Rahman al Nashiri, suspected master- 
mind of the 2000 bombing of the USS Cole, 
was threatened by his interrogators with a 
buzzing power drill, the sources said. The drill 
was never actually used on Nashiri. 

In another instance, the report documents 
how at least one detainee was sexually threat- 
ened with a broomstick, the sources said. 

Preparing for a worldwide outcry, and pos- 
sibly even violence, from the publication of 
such graphic details, the White House and 


US. intelligence officials said Monday they 
had taken steps to shore up security of US. 
facilities worldwide. 

“There are some indications that the re- 
lease of the report could lead to greater risk 
that is posed to US. facilities and individuals 
all around the world,” White House spokes- 
man Josh Earnest said. 

Some interrogation tactics meant to force 
detainees to divulge information on terrorist 
plots and cells went beyond the harsh tech- 
niques authorized by White House, CIA 
and Justice Department lawyers working for 
President George W. Bush's Justice Depart- 
ment, according to the sources familiar with 
the report. 

Earnest reiterated that President Obama 
supports making the document public so that 
people around the world and people here at 
home understand exactly what transpired.

Blackhawks forward Andrew Shaw affably 
chatted with reporters last month, on Patrick 
Kane’s 26th birthday, following a practice. 

“Maybe we'll take him to dinner and see 
what happens. Maybe get him a little cake or 
something,” the winger said regarding Kane’s 
special day. 

Areporter then informed Shaw that Hawks 
forward Bryan Bickell said he was going to 
grab Kane a cake. 

“Bicksy might eat it himself before it gets 
there,” Shaw replied, joking.

Bears wide receiver Brandon Marshall was 
discharged from Northwestern Memorial 
Hospital on Sunday. On Monday, the Bears 
placed him on the injured reserve list, offi- 
cially ending his season. 

Marshall’s departure from the hospital 
came three days after he fractured two ribs 
and injured a lung during the team’s 41-28 loss 
to the Cowboys on Thursday. 

Marshall’s extended hospitalization, the 
team said, was required for additional treat- 
ment to the lung injury, the specifics of which 


have not been revealed. 

Marshall suffered his injuries after a 15-yard 
reception late in the first half against Dallas 
when he took a knee to the back from Cowboys 
safety Barry Church. He left Soldier Field in an 
ambulance before the second half of that loss. 

The Bears officially were eliminated from 
postseason contention Sunday after Detroit’s 
win over Tampa Bay. The Lions’ ninth victory 
of the season means the NFC’s two wild card 
teams will have at least nine wins. The Bears 
could get to only eight by winning their last 
three games.

SHERLOCK IS ENJOYING QUITE THE AFTERLIFE 


Nearly 90 years after Arthur Conan Doyle’s final story was published, literature’s most 
famous detective has continued solving crimes through the pages of other novels, as 
well as TV shows and movies—and more might be on the way. 

AUS. Court of Appeals in June ruled that most of Doyle’s Sherlock Holmes stories 
no longer are protected by copyright, meaning authors don’t need to pay a licensing 
fee to Doyle’s estate to use the character. (Last month, the Supreme Court declined 
to hear a challenge to the decision, ensuring Sherlock remains in the public domain.)

void with even more viciousness than his 
predecessor. 

Quickly establishing a Holmes-and- 
Watson-esque dynamic, Jones and Chase 
join forces to find Devereux, whose move- 
ments are limited by a crippling fear of open 
spaces. The detectives clash repeatedly with 
Devereux’s ruthless right-hand men, brothers 
Edgar and Leland Mortlake, as they work 
first to uncover Devereux’s identity and then 
try to bring him to justice. 

What follows is a whole lot of build-up for 
one big twist near the end. It’s worth it if you 
don’t guess beforehand (I didn’t), though the 
story drags at points, with characters deliver- 
ing pages-long monologues and inexplicably 
divulging personal information to Chase, the 
narrator, for the purpose of the plot. There’s 
a reason Arthur Conan Doyle’s original 
works mostly were short stories: It’s difficult 
to sustain the Holmesian suspense through 
the length of a novel, even more so without 
the energy and brilliance of Holmes himself.

Holmes by making Jones a Holmes aficiona- 
do. The Scotland Yard inspector’s unhealthy 
obsession with the great detective’s methods 
includes talking in deductions and leaving his 
partner in the dark about his plans until the 
big reveal; Chase adequately fills Watson's 
shoes, constantly playing catch-up and 
professing his admiration for Jones’ observa- 
tions. But Jones and Chase pale in compari- 
son to Holmes and Watson, and only make 
you yearn for the real deal. 

Though a gutsy undertaking, “Moriarty 
falls short of satisfying the thirst for new 
Holmes stories. Neither a nemesis origin 
story nor a true Sherlock Holmes mystery, 
Horowitz’ novel falls somewhere in the 
gray space in between. Still, there is enough 
mystery to make for an entertaining, though 
by no means mind-blowing, read.
